Stewards who Study 

Most Catholics do not know the faith. For sure, most do not study the 
faith. Matthew Kelly says that in 2007 only 1 percent of American Catholics read 
a Catholic book. He also asserts that those who walk away from the Church do 
not really know what they are leaving, and those who disagree with her 
teachings have not taken the time to study the teachings. Those assertions ring 
true with my pastoral experience. 

Continuous learning is essential if you want to be effective in your job. 
The same is true for being Catholic. A Catholic is a steward who studies. As we 
take up the Annual Appeal for the diocese, it's all about preserving the treasure 
of the faith. If we focus on giving money, rather than teaching and living the 
faith, we miss the point. 

Why study the faith? Because the Scriptures feed your soul. Studying the 
Word is an encounter with God. "The word of God is alive and active. Sharper than 
any double-edged sword, it penetrates even to dividing soul and spirit , joints and 
marrow" (Heb. 4:12). The opportunity to study the Scriptures has been a 
tremendous blessing for me. Staying close to the Word keeps me honest and 
encourages me in trials. But I have found the greatest benefit in studying with 
others. The insights and questions of each person benefit everyone. 

Are you a steward who studies? Do you realize that the benefits far 
outweigh the burdens? Yes, it requires discipline and a commitment. But you 
will walk away richer and alive in the faith. Here are opportunities for you to 
grow in the faith. 

• Adult Faith Formation: 10:30 AM - Noon, and 4:15 - 5:45 PM Sundays. 

About 50 adults registered, but some have lapsed in attending. A new 
series begins in Advent. 

o The Scriptures of Advent: December 8 th 
o Intro to the Catechism: December 15 th 

• Early Bird Bible Study: 6:30 AM Wednesdays, St. Joseph Hall. This is a 

discussion on the Sunday Gospel. 

• Lumko Praying the Bible: 5:00 PM Tuesdays, St. Joseph's Hall. This is a 

type of group lectio divina, or praying over the Gospel text. 

• RCIA: 10:30 AM - Noon, Sundays. Join the RCIA classes as a sponsor or 

a participant who wants to learn about a specific topic. More sponsors 
are needed. 

• Retreats: An important way to deepen your faith is to step away for a 

retreat. The bulletin runs announcements for retreats at Terra Sancta, 
etc. 

• Good books: See the library display with Mary Coffin updates regularly. 

Reading 10-15 minutes per day is a habit of dynamic Catholics. 

As a parish we plan to give everyone who comes to Christmas Mass a 
book or CD. The purpose is to encourage people to be stewards who study. We 
have a donor who has volunteered to cover half of the cost. If you would like to 
help with the expenses, contact the office.
